Says Agitation I 5 Inspired by DU* 


gatiffied Politicians 


Standard OII Companj, the Senator 
Asserts, Has No Interest In 
Tennessee Properties, In­ 
dividuals Sole Owners. 


Dallas. Sept. 26.—In reply to* criti­ 
cisms of himself, Senator J. 
Bailey 
has this ta lay: 


M im s lo a n sr. Bxmmr ox texas. 
The Democrats of Texas have not 
forgotten that exactly this same kind 
of a fight was made on me when I 
was first elected to ti e adnate six 
years oge. 
Alter I had won the sen- 
atorahip in a fair contest before the 
people, a coterie of dissatisfied pol­ 
iticians made a desperate attempt to 
defeat my election by the legislature. 
The present agitation wax largely In­ 
augurated by the same men with the 
same outside aaslstance, and Is pred­ 
icated upon exactly the same transac­ 
tion. 
My candidacy for re-election to 
the senate wan submitted to a direct 
ballot by the Democrats of Texas, 
and I received within 2,000 votes of 
tho number cast for all four of the 
candidates for governor, notwithstand­ 
ing the urgent appeal made by noms 
of the men now promoting this move 
ment to the voters to scratch my name. 
I was in this state engaged in a can­ 
vass before the people for nearly four 
weeks immediately preceding the pri­ 
mary election, and yet no man chal­ 
lenged a discussion of my reoord. Be­ 
tween the primary election and the 
meeting 
of 
the state convention I 
was still defending the principles of 
the Democratic party, while my tra­ 
ducers were silent. After waiting un­ 
til the people had spoken in their pri­ 
mary capacity, and their judgment had 
been reiterated by the state conven­ 
tion, these men now appeal to the leg­ 
islature to overrule the decision of 
the Democratic voters. 
They do not 
expect to prevent my re-election or 
to discredit me in Texas, where all 
of the facts and circumstances are 
known; but they hope to injure me 
in the estimation of the country at! 
large, and-to Impair my usefulness In 
the senate. 
The first step in this campaign of 
malevolence and detraction w'&s to 
have a purported interview with the 
Hon. Roger Sullivan of Illinois, assail-1 
ing me, sent broadcast over the coun­ 
try. 
Mr. Sullivan promptly denounc-1 
ed that interview as a falsehood made 
out of the whole cloth. The next step 
was to circulate the story that the 
Tennessee properties, for which I am 
the attorney, belong to the Standard 
Oil company, and they sought to im­ 
pose 
this 
falsehood upon the fair- 
minded and Justice-loving Democrats 
of Texas. 
Some of the men who are 
circulating that story know, and all 
of them could have learned with very 
little inquiry, that the Standard Oil 
company had no Interest in, nor con­ 
nection with, those properties, and that 
said properties were owned by H. C. 
Pierce, J. C. Van 
Barclom, W. H. 
Thompson‘and many 
other 
leading 
business men of St. Louis. The mu­ 
nicipality of Nashville itself, In order 
to provide her people additional and 
competing railroad facalltles, had sub­ 
scribed for $1,000,000 of the stock of 
the railroad. 
The vice president of 
the road was Mr. Goltra, who is not 
only a prominent business man of S t 
Louis, but is a close personal and po­ 
litical friend of Mr. Bryan. 
In fact, 
Mr. Goltra entertained Mr. Bryan on 
his yacht In the harbor of New York 
while Mr. Bryan was waiting for the 
great reception which was tendered 
him there on the 30th of August 
The railroad had passed through 
one receivership, and was on the verge 
of another, when I was called into 
the case. I accepted the employment 
and performed exactly the same kind 
of service that would have been ex­ 
pected of any other reputable law­ 
yer. 
The statement, so industriously 
circulated by some, that I “put $13,000,- 
000 worth of securities in my pocket, 
to do with them as I pleased," Is a lit­ 
tle less than ridiculous. 
I did not 
have $18,000,000 worth of securities 
In my pockets. Every dollar's worth of 
bonds of that railroad company were 
pledged for Its indebtedness, and It 
was my task to prevent those who 
held them from enforcing their liens 
and sacrificing the securities at a forc- 


that I had delivered them over to the j 
spoliation of a gigantic monopoly. 
The third step In the process was to 
pretend that the testimony given by 
Mr. Pierce disclosed a secret employ­ 
ment of me in connection with those 
properties, 
gome of the very men 
engaged In this movement have been 
complaining for months that I wag the 
attorney of these properties, and they 
all knew' It about a year ago. The em­ 
ployment was a i>erfectly proper one. 
and furh as any reputable 'a*Ter 
would have accepted without the Slight­ 
est fiesltation 
Not only that, but the 
newspapers of this state, together with 
those of S t Louis and Nashville, con­ 
tained repeated references to those 
properties and to my connection with 
them. 
When I first went to Nash­ 
ville to look over the properties the 
newspapers of that city contained ex­ 
tended notices of my presence there, 
and of the purpose which had brought 
me 
During that summer and fall I 
was called to St. Louis four or five 
different times, and on each occasion 
the St. Ixonia papers made mention 
I of the fact that I was there to con* 
I fer with those interested In the Ten­ 
nessee properties. 
The Texas papers 
contained statements 
of 
the 
same 
kind, as appears by the following 
I printed in the Dallas News of July 8, 
11905* 
“Nashville, Tenn., July 7.—Senator 
J. W. Bailey of Texas is spending a 
few dayB In Nashville, and today stat­ 
ed that he was here representing the 
syndicate of St- Louis and New York 
capitalists which own the Tennessee 
1 railroad. 
The 8t. Louis parties In 
terested In the syndicate are H. Clay 
Pierce of the Waters-Plerce Oil com­ 
pany; D. R. Franc Is, Adolphus Busch. 
J. C. Van Barclom and othr members 
of the St Louis Log Cabin club 
Sen­ 
ator Bailey stated tonight that he was 
representing the syndicate In a legal 
capacity, and was here to make rec­ 
ommendations on things necessary in 
the Tennessee Central. 
“He is In company with J. C. van 
Barclom, and announced that the Ten­ 
nessee Central would at once liqui­ 
date all Its Indebtedness, rebuild its 
present lines, of which there are 365 
miles, and extend the several branch­ 
er to about 350 railes of new road. 
Senator Bailey will go from here to 
Mew York to attend a meeting of the 
stockholders, at which time money will 
be appropriated tor the improvements 
he recommends.” 
There was never the least attempt 
to conceal my attorneyship for those 
properties, nor was there the least 
reason why it should be concealed. 
The objection to my employment as 
the attorney of those properties must 
proceed upon the theory that a man 
in public office bas no right to pursue 
anv private business; and such a doc- 
and [©received within 2,000 votes of 
offices, would reduce the public life 
of this country to a point where only 
rich men or rascals could afford to 
accept an office. If I had found that 
my time and strength would not per- 
1 mit me to serve as a senator, and to 
practice law at the same time. I would 
have abandoned the law wMthout the 
slightest hesitation, because I have al­ 
ways believed, and acted upon the be­ 
lief. that 
the 
public service holds 
the highest claim upon every man who 
undertakes it; or, if I had found that 
there was any conflict between my 
duty to my clients and my duty to my 
constituents, I would have declined 
all employment as a lawyer, because 
I never suffer myself to be placed In 
any position where my duties might 
draw me in different directions. But 
neither has been true in my experi­ 
ence. 
The Congressional Record will 
show that I have been as constant in 
my attendance upon the sessions of the 
house and of the senate during my 
fifteen years in congress as any man 
who has served with me throughout 
that period. Certainly that establish­ 
es beyond the shadow’ of a doubt that 
I have not neglected my public du­ 
ties in the pursuit of my private bus­ 
iness. The Congressional Record will 
also show that during my fifteen years 
—first In the house and then In the 
senate—I have spoken and voted on 
every important question, and my most 
malignant enemy cannot point to a 
single speech or vote in the interest 
of my clients, and against the interest 
of my constituents.

Havana, Sept. 26.—Cuba Wednesday 
was practically without a government 
and the landing of American forces to 
restore order was believed to be the 
necessary outcome. The Moderate or 
government party decided to abdicate 
everything In the nature of national, 
provincial and municipal government 
and thus force the hands of the Amer­ 
ican peace commissioners and 
thus 
compel Ufo United States to Intervene 
for the second time In Cuba. The Lib­ 
erals, or opposing party, denounce the 
action of the Palma admlnlstraUon as 
treason, 
but 
conservative 
Interests 
throughout the Island 
welcome 
the 
Idea of American intervention as be­ 
ing the only means of securing an or­ 
derly administration of the Island's af­ 
fairs for any length 
of time. 
It Is 
pointed out that even If the American 
commissioners succeed In establishing 
the Liberals In power it would not In­ 
sure peace In Cuba, and that the pe­ 
riod of unrest would continue Indefi­ 
nitely. 
Government officials admit 
they prefer American Intervention to 
seeing the Liberal party In power. 
President Palma, at the special ses­ 
sion of congress, called for Friday, will 
formally present tho resignations of 
himself and Vice President Mendez

Kansas City to Buffalo, 
known as the Buffalo Mail, and due in 
this city at 4:52 a. rn., ran Into an 
open switch west of Catlin, 111., early 
Wednesday and crashed into a section 
of a freight train.

R A C E RIO T ENDS. 


Business Has Resumed Normal Condi­ 
tions at Georgia Metropolis. 
Atlanta, Sept 26.—The race riot sit­ 
uation was In absolute control Wednes­ 
day morning and business resumed its 
normal conditions. Schools were open 
and well attended and all manufac­ 
turing plants and factories, which had 
been suspended since Saturday, blew 
their whistles at 6 o'clock and began 
operations. All saloons are still closed 
and licenses to negro restaurants and 
low bars have been rescinded by the 
city council In special session.
